CREWLESS SHIP, 
HAMMOND IDEA, 
PROVES SUCCESS 


Army Experts Report 
Wireless Control Is 
Possible . 


Washington, D.C., Feb. 14.—Army and 
navy experts have reported the device 
of John Hays Hammond Jr., for radio 
control of surface craft to be sent 
laden with explosives against enemy 
ships, a success, and predict similar 
results with submerged craft showing 
above water only wireless antenne. 

Results of tests were made public to- 
day in connection with the new fortifi- 
cations appropriation bill, which car- 
ries $417.000 for construction of an ex- 
perimental submerged boat. 

Secretary Baker wrote the house ap- 
propriations committee, which is consid- 
ering the bill, that the joint army and 
navy board was “convinced of the 
practicability of the control” of the 
surface craft, and added that there 
had also been demonstrations of the 
possibility of the control ‘to a craft, 
completely submerged except for an 
air intake pipe. 

More Tests Are Needed. 

Before finally deciding on the pur- 
chase of the patents for $750,000, the 
board desires further experiment with 
the submerged craft. 

Construction of the submerged craft, 
which will be about 80 feet long by 7 
feet in diameter, will take two years, 
according to Mr. Hammond, who toid 
the committee he has spent ten years

“It was obvious throughout our dis- 
cussions that, although there were 
subjects upon which there were in- 
dividual differences of judgment, with 
regard to the method by which -our 
objects should be obtained, there.was 
‘practically at no point any serious 
difference of opinion or motive as to 
the objects which we were seeking. 

“Indeed, while these debates were 
not made the opportunity for the ex- 
pression of enthusiasm and sentiments, 
I think the other members of the com- 
mission will agree with me that there 
Was an undertone of high respect and 
of enthusiasm for the thing we were 
trying to do, which was heartening 
throughout every meeting.

NEARING CLAIMS 
WILSON INSPIRED 
‘GREAT MADNESS’ 


New York, Feb. 14.—Scott Nearing, 
socialist and opponent of war, testify- 
ing in his own behalf in the federal 
court today, credited President Wilson 
with the inspiration for originating 
the phrase which he selected as the 
title of his pamphlet, The Great Mad- 
ness,” a publication which prompted 
his indictment with the American So- 
cialist society on charges of attempt- 
ing to obstruct enroliment and cause 
insubordination in the army and navy. 
From the president’s address at 
Kansas City a few weeks before the 
United States became a belligerent, in 
which he referred to the “ madness” 
of the European conflict, the defendant 
said he had obtained the idea for nam- 
ing the work in which he later de- 
clared that the American declaration 
of war was prompted by the selfish 
ambitions of the plutocrats.” 
Nearing, on examination, said he 
was a pacifist even to the extent of 
disapproving the use of force to make 
socialism the prevailing governmental 
policy. It was his belief, he said, that 
“no man has a right to do violence

GIANT DIRIGIBLE 
BUILT BY BRITISH 
IS GIVEN A TEST 


LONDON, Feb. 15.—[British Wire- 
less Service.J—The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes the first particulars of one of the 
latest types of British rigid airships, 
the building of which has been done 
secretly. Preliminary tests have shown 
that.they will equal if not exceed Zep- 
pelin performances. é 

The craft has a length of 670 feet, a 
diameter of 79 feet, and a capacity of 
2,000,000 cubic feet. It will carry fuel 
for a continuous flight of eight days 
and a speed of at least ceventy miles 
an hour is expected on the trial flight. 

The weight of the airship in flying 
trim will be more than sixty tons, in- 
cluding capacity of between twenty- 
seven and thirty tons.

Gen. Ansell's testimony beforé the sénaté ts based 
on a fundamental misconcéption.

The 
first object of an army.is victory. 

Gen. Ansell is poisoning the public mind against 
the army because he wants his own bureau of 
the army— the judge advocate general’s—to be 
given more power. He wants to be a supreme 
court of army 4iscipline. He is striking at the 
foundation of the army—discipline.; _ 

There are things that can be done. Yoting offi- 
cers, made overnight, as we had to make them 
because we had to have officers, make difficult 
situations. They have to be supported in the in- 
terests of discipline. They themselves are fre 
quently disciplined for causing the situation. The 
solution is to train officers. Young West Pointers 
who have never served in the ranks are guilty of 
dangerous absurdities. Make a year in the ranks 
a prerequisite to West Point and they will not be 
so inept. 

Our regulations may be bettered and our ad- 
ministration of military law bettered; but it will 
not be improved by gtving appeal powers to a 
bureau chief in Washington—a place for dis- 
gruntled officers, removed for ihefficiency, for 
mutinous soldiers convicted by their commanders 
to gain sympathy and spread disaffection. 

Army discipline is not pleasant. No disctpline 
is pleasant. What seems to be forgotten in this 
discussion before the senate is that an army ts 
no good to the civilian population of this nation 
unless it submits to rigorous discipline. 


ASKING FOR IT. 

The south is unquéstionably making an extraor- 
dinary demonstration of its patriotism. We have 
already heard how the southern statesmen are 
pulling the wires to keep American soldiers in 


southern cantonments; we know the southerners 


like to have the boys around, especially when they 


are engaged in building roads. But a more strik-

FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE SICK. 

The registered nurses in opposing a shorter term 
of training for those who enter the profession have 
hot brought forward any arguments that will con- 
vince the general public they are in the right. As 
against their attitude we have the statements of 
reputable physiciahs to the effect that one year's 
training ts sufficient to qualify a nurse to handle 
ordinary cases of illness. 

It is not contended that the graduates of a 
three years’ course receive useless or unnecessary 
training; there will always be plenty of cases where 
their superior qualifications will make their em- 
ployment indispensable. In all probability the short 
term nurses will enter a field which 1s not occupied 
by the present registered nurses. They will be es- 
pecially in demand in homes which cannot afford 
to pay the prevailing rate for the attendance of a 
professional nurse. What these homes want is a 
housekeeper with some knowledge of caring for the. 
sick and not a specialist. 

It may not be “inhuman,” as the doctors contend, 
for the nurses to fight the proposed reform, but we 
are certain their attitude is opposed to the welfare 
of the sick of this city. During the recent tnfluenza 
epidemic many persons discovered it was impossible 
to get a nurse at any price. Apparently the reg- 
istered nurses want to continue a condition which 
makes such a shortage possible. But no profession 
ought to be allowed to*establish a close corporation 
that will prove injurious to the people as a whole. 


THE ILLINOIS WATERWAY. | 

After years of agitation it now appears that the 
army engineers have tentatively approved an IIII- 
nois waterway plan. Gov. Lowden and other Ilil- 
nois officials have succeeded in convincing Gen. 
Black that the expenditure by Illinois of some 
$18,000,000 for the waterway is economically justi. 
fied. This great improvement has been indorsed 
by practically all impartial engineers, and yet the 
war department has hitherto refused to give its 
approval in spite of the fact that millions of dollars 
were wasted every year. on waterway projects

Chicago's “Old Bighth the Three 
Hundred and Seventieth regiment of 
infantry—will be home on Monday. 


Seventy-four officers and 1,276 sol- 


ediers of the famous Negro regiment 
that covered itself with glory on the 
fleids of France will leave its eastern 
camp today and arrive in Chicago on 
Monday. This news was received last 
night by Col. William Nelson Pelouze, 
chairman of the welcoming committee. 
The word was “flashed immediately to 
thousands of friends and relatives of 
the troopers, who are making prepara- 
tions to give the “ Black Devils,” as 
‘the Germans named them, the greatest 
homecoming and victory celebration 
which Chicago has seen. 

The “Old Eighth” is scheduled to 
detrain in Chicago at 8:30 a. m. from 
a three section troop train, and will 
march directly to the Coliseum. The 
soldiers are expected to wear their 
steel helmets, numerous medals, and 
other honors.

Its board of engineers for rivers and 
harbors started out to find a plan by 
which the levels may be maintained, 
despite. the diversion of water at Chi- 
ago. They found and recommended 
one which provides for building sub- 
merged dams and wiers in the St. 
cu and Niagara rivers, at an esti- 
mated cost of $475,000.

Reaction from restraints imposed by 
wartime conditions has caused a lower- 


a ing of public morale and a consequent 


increase of 21 per cent in adult delin- 


“ quency, according to the quarterly re- 
port issued yesterday at the meeting 


of the Juvenile Protective association 
at Bowen hall, Hull house. 

Assistant Superintendent .Albert E. 
Webster, who submitted the report, 
staed that virtually all the work of 
the last quarter had been performed 
since the signing of the armistice. The 
association™ recognized, he said, that 
“abnormal forces affecting juvenile 
life would continue to operate for a 
considerable period after the war.” 

Complaints of juvenile. delinquency 
increased over 40 per cent, crimes 
against children 100 per cent. Revert- 
ing to adult delinquency, the report 

8: 

“One item, frequently cited, is the 
termination of the draft boards’ activ- 
ity. Seldom has the association pos- 
sessed a more potent weapon for use 
against recreant husbands than the 
influence of these boards. Their au- 
thority, combined with the work or 
fight order, constituted a compelling 
motive in the careers of many men. 
When peace came and this re- 
straint was lifted, such men naturally 
tended to revert to their former habits, 
with a consequent increase in adult 
delinquency. 

Because it considers them  detri- 
mental to the morals of school children 
the association is enclined to recom- 
mend the abolition of tag days and the 
substittution of some more safe and 
rational system of obtaining funds.”
